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French Plane

73 Passengers,

MADRID (UPI) — A French

All aboard appeared to have 


been killed.

We have 
not had a single report thus 
far of any survivors sighted or 
rescued." 


At about 5 p.m., 
about 12 


hours after the crash, a Spanish 
air force rescue plane had ra- 
dioed that it saw "some survi- 
vors." Spanish rescue headquar- 


|ters said Friday night there 
" was "so far no official confir- 


mation of any survivors." 


Seven crewmen and 73 pas- 


sengers — all of them French 
except for two Mauretanians— 
were reported aboard the plane,

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Warren Report: 
Rumors Continue 


That the Warren Commission's report will 


not be the last word on the assassination of John 
F. Kennedy is daily becoming more evident. The 
remaining ambiguities—and there are many- 
will, as in the case of assassinations of the past, 
provide nn abundance of material for further 
study and scholarly debate. 


This is especially true of the report's central 


conclusion—that neither Lee Harvey Oswald nor 
Jack Ruby was involved in any conspiracy which 
caused the assassination or what came after it, 
Universal acceptance of this view will never be 
achieved. 


With respect to the commission's recom- 


mendations for the future protection of Presi- 
dents and other high officials: Some of these 
recommendations will require legislative enact- 
ment. Others will require aggressive adminis- 
trative action. 


But it would be folly to assume that any set 


of precautions could protect a President under 
all circumstances. In this respect, it is ironic 
that the Warren Commission's report should 
have been delivered into the hands of a Presi- 
dent who seems at least as contemptuous of 
personal safety as was his predecessor. 


The safeguards with which public figures 


are surrounded are seldom belter than the man's 
determination to protect himself and in the case 
of the President of the United States, they may 
not be as good.

China Problem Must Be Dealt With Immediately 


WASHINGTON -The 
news that 


Red China has completed and is 
about to lest a bomb such as was 
dropped by the United States on 
Japan in 1945 comes as a shock 
to most people in the world. It 
has been often said that this de- 
velopment was inevitable. Scien- 
tists everywhere have predicted 
lhat, given the necessary mater- 
ials, any country could produce 
not only atomic bombs but also 
hydrogen bombs as well as inlcr- 
continenlal 
missiles. 
The 
big 


question has always been—when? 


Present estimates from authori- 


tative sources indicate that five 
years hence Red China could have 
a stockpile somewhat 
like that 


currently possessed by France, 
and 10 years frnm now hydrogen 
bombs and nuclear warheads that 
could he used on medium-range 
missiles relatively close lo what 
Russia has today. In 15 years, 
Red 
China 
could have 
a 
full- 


fledged arsenal of intercontinental 
ballistic missiles capable of strik- 
ing the Uniled Slates. 


But what happens 
within the 


next 15 years? Do (he American 
people merely shrug off the news, 
and hope thai wilh the passage of 
time some solution will he found? 
Is there tn be a period of drifting, 
or will world opinion demand that 
the nuclear problem be

immediate consideration in an ef- 
fort lo find some way to avert a 
world catastrophe. 


Fnr the moment. Ihe big danger 


lies in the Far East, where the 
possession of nuclear bomhs hy 
Red China will generate a wave 
of fear and apprehension in Ja- 
pan, the Philippines and South- 
east Asia.
